The resolution refers to the reported 
finding of rich placer gold mines on these 
lands.

ed, in company with others, to get in the 
ground floor by locating all the choice 
finds. -Of course these mines could not 
he located or worked legally so long as 
they remained within the limits of an 
-Jhdian reservation. Lands are set apart 
for Indian reservations by congress, and 
gan only be restored to the public domain 
by the same authority or by an executive 
order from the ~resident. It is claimed 
that an order has been issued by Presi- 
‘dent Harrison to restore them, thus 
placing them in the catalogue of lands 
which may be entered, or, if containing

ELECTORAL CERTIFICATES 


Presented to the Senate and Filed~—Congres- 
sional Proceedings. 


Washington, January 13.— 
the electoral certificates for the electors 
for president of fhe states of New York 
and South Carolina was presented and 
placed on file.

TOPICS OF TRADE. 


| Active Preparations for the Spring 


Business. 


| NOTWITHSTANDING THE BAD WEATHER 


Merchants Think There Will Be No 
Financial Embarrassment 


ON ACCOUNT OF LEGISLATIVE ACTION 


And Predicts a’ Prosperous Year—Reports 
fromj Business Centers—Merchandise 
Up to Last Year’s Figures. 


New York, January 13.—R. G. Dun & 
Co.’s weekly review of trade will say: The 
Pause in busimess incident to the holidays 
seegus to last longer this year than usual, 
but the severe weather has given a power- 
ful stimulus to trade in heavy boots and 
shoes and woolens, and preparations for 
the spring business are going on actively 
with the utmost eonfidence. In spite of 
reports that more gold will go abroad, 


‘and in spite of uncertainties regarding leg- 


islation on the money question, the busi- 
ness world seems inclined to believe that 
there will be no serious financial embar- 
rassment, especially as the average of Com- 
mercial indebtedness ia remarkably low 
aud failures have been comparatively un- 
important. No interruption of industrial 
activity is seen, though it is somewhat 
more depressed, but in other important 
branches a distinct improvement is noticed 
in preparations for the spring trade. 
The Cotton Market. 


Speculation in cotton has been liquidat- 
ing, the price declining a quarter, although 
receipts this week are 40,000 bales less and 
exports 40,000 more than a year agv. 
Larger estimates of the crop are now sent 
out, 

The treasury has been disbursing freely 
since January lst and very large returns 
otf money from the interior have caused 
lower rates tere, but foreign exchange 
advances and exports of gold are expected. 
Merchandise imports continue fully up to 
last year’s figures, while exports from 
New York for two weeks have declined 
$5,900,000, or over 30 per cent. It is evi- 
deut that no large shipments of securities 
or withdrawal of foreigu capital. will be 
needed during the coming mouths to cause 
sowe outge of gold. 

Business failures during the past week 
number for the United States 286 and Can- 
ada twenty. 

What Bradstreet Says 


Bradstreet’s circular on the state of trade 
says: The more striking features in the 
business week include another shading of 
pig iron prices at St. Paul, together with 
further reaction in print cloths, cotton, rice 
and live cattle at Omaha, while ‘sugar is 
higher at New Orleans, leather at St. Louis, 
whisky at Cincinnati and Louisville and the 
live hog market generally, together with 


wheat, torn and’ oats, eal of which show .- 


ins "in price. 

e The hein cold at the west and north- 
west, while helping the sales of eavy- 
weight woolens, clothing, shoes and hats, 
served to restrict the movement in most 
other lines of staple goods. — 

New England cotton mills are largely 
sold ahead, but stocks of print cloth at 
Fall river are only 9,000 pieces against 
266,000 pieces a year ago. Baltimore job- 
bers, who deal extensively all through the 
southern states, report a most active de 
mand for clothing and shoes, together with 
what may be classed as distinctively 
spring goods. 

Collections Reported as Good. 

Collections there are above the average, 
and the prospects for trade are good. Rich- 
mond and Nashville are sending out com- 
mercial travelers all through the south. 
The city first named announced that collec- 
tions on sales of plug, cheroot and ciga- 
rettes have been dull throughout the south, 
with which the weather interfered. 

The movement of merchandise at Mem- 
phis and Charleston has been moderate, 
while that at Atlanta is satisfactory, being 
in excess of the volume one year ago. This 
is true also at Birmingham, while at New 
Orleans easier cotton and rice prices have 
been offset by stronger sugar and an in- 
creased merchandise trade, followed by 
reparations for a large movement of wheat 
n that direction. The facilities at Galves- 
ton for the export of wheat have also been 
increased and large exports from that port 
are promised during 1893 . 

The general trade is of moderate volume 
all through the west. 


LYING IN STATE 


The Remains of the Late Senator Kenna in 
West Virginia’s Capitol. 

Charleston, W. Va., January 13.—The 
remains of the late Senator Kenna were re- 
moved from his mother’s residence at 3:30 
ole’ock this afternoon by the legislative 
committee which escorted them from Wash- 
ington, and conveyed to the senate cham- 
ber of the state capitol, where they will 
lie in state until 9:30 o’clock tomorrow 


morning.

FOUR WERE HANGED. 


Execution of Four of the Bight Mon 
Condemned 
OF THE BRUTAL MURDER OF DR. HILL 


The Courthouse and Jail of Chester- 
town Guarded

Chestertown, Md., January 13.—Contrary 
to what was generally expected by every one, 
Chestertown, outside of the jail precincts, 
passed a quiet, uneventful night.

Business during the morning was almost 
entirely suspended, but the streets were 
crowded with sleighs and other vehicles 
filled with merry couples who did not seem to 
have a thought for the four miserable 
wretches confined in the damp basement 
cells of the jail. 

But nevertheless the shadow of the gallows 
seemed to hang over all and the gayety was 
of a forced character. Very few negroes 
could be seen on the streets.

They Died Hard.

A Congress of Women. | 

The proposed .congress of representa- 
tive women of the United States has 
given rise to considevable newspaper 
comment. It was to be expected, how- 
ever, that the announcement of such a 
congress should attract wide attention, 
as well as adverse and complimentary 
criticism. 

The call for this congress was issued 
by Rachael Foster Avery, the secretary, 
whose residence is in Philadelphia It 
is said to have emanated from the inter- 
national council of women which was 
held in Washington some years ago. The 
women who will figure in this congress 
will be those who have distinguished 
themselves in one way or another, and 
are considered representative women. 

At this congress the delegates—and 
there will be many of them—will have a 
fair chance to air the grievances of their 
sex; to make suggestions for the advance- 
ment of woman in business and politics, 
and to assert her rights, domestic and 
political, and formulate new plans for 
her government in the progressive 
future. 

The delegates to the congress will not 
all talk at once; not more than three, 
we understand, will be allowed the floor 
at a time;‘so that the proceedings of the 
congress will not be mixed, or in any 
manner confused. 

But, seriously, this congress of women 
is going to be a big affair, and is not to 
be laughed down; although, if it be, as 
our contemporary, The Baltimore Sun, 
hints, “an expression of the 
change of woman’s present status,” we 
cannot give it our full and free sympa- 
thies. We quote as follows from The 
Sun: 

Fifty years hence the change, it is believed, 
will have gone so far that the race of young 
ladies, as we now know it, will in progressive 
communities have become virtualiy extinct. 
The new woman, whatever may become of 
the present graces of the sex, will doubtless 
be a stronger, heartier, healthier, more self- 
reliant and self-supporting creature than the 
woman of the ancient regime. The rival and 
competitor of man in all avocations, she 
will develop, we may assume, man’s sturdi- 
ness, immobility and grit. She will perhaps 
at the same time lose some of her present 
characteristics. She will be less susceptible 
to the spring bonnet. She will work fewer 
slippers for the young minister. It is not 
impossible that she will develop a positive 
liking for the street car strap. 

Fifty years is a long time to look ahead, 
and the change outlined for woman in 
the extract from our Baltimore con- 
temporary, barring the spring-bonnet 
feature, is scarcely a desirable one. How- 
ever, it is all fifty years off, and this 
‘congress, whateyer it may accomplish,

In the meantime, we wish the repre- | 


sentative women of the United States 
great success in this great meeting. They 
deserve credit for getting it up; and their 
humbler sisters, who are not representative 
women, will, we are sure, take a lively 
home interest in their deliberations, and 
await, with the rest of us, with much 
interest, the results of this national con- 
gress of women. 


The Catholic Controversy. 

We referred briefly a while ago to the 
curious controversy. between Catholic 
dignitaries in regard to the policy of the 
church in this country. Since that time 
the controversy has kindled into a flame, 
as it were, and is now raging most 
furiously, not only in the Catholic organs, 
but in the secular press. It might be said, 
indeed, that the secular press has fanned 
the flame, but this is not so, since prelates 
as well as laymen have been found ready: 
and eager to contribute to the contro- 
versy by means of iaterviews and letters. 
In the north and west the newspapers 
devote columns to it every day. They do 
this because the sharp eyes of the 
journalists have discovered not only that 
this is the most interesting controversy 
that has taken place in the Catholic 
church for many years, but that it is 
destined to have a tremendous, an over- 
whelming, influence on the future of the 
church in this country. They hava dis- 
covered, in fact, that it is historical, since 
it gathers around and about a new de- 
parture in the policy of the church in 
America. 

It is not in the nature of a religious 
controversy, it is not a debate over a 
question of faith or doctrine, but it does 
concern a question of morals, since it 
had its origin in the purpose of the pope 
and those who represent his views to 
relax the Oatholic attitude of opposition 
to the American public school system. 
It may be, however, that the public 
school system was only the excuse for 
and not the occasion of the controversy, 
for the acrimony that has been displayed 
points pretty clearly to some other cause 
which the public—even; the Catholic 
public—cannot siffely put its finger on. 

What may be termed |the grand ex- 
plosion occurred when Archbishop 
Satolli, the pope’s legate, arrived in this 
country and proceeded to lay before the 
American archbishops the propositions 
authorized by the pope. Those proposi- 
tions were supplemented to the decree 
in which the Faribault plan of Arch- 
bishop Ireland was endorsed, and they 
made it incumbent on the archbishops to 
carry out the Faribault plan or some- 
thing similar wherever Catholics had no 
opportunity to send their children to the 
public schools. In other words, the pope 
seems desirous of carrying out in this 
country the adjustment he has already 
made in France, to bring the policy of 
the American church into closer sympathy 
with the institutions and the atmosphere 
that make the gevernment of the United 
States. 

That this purpose is wise and states- 
manlike in the highest degree, no un- 
prejudiced mind can deny, and it has 
been hailed with manifestations of joy 
by the overwhelming majority of Catho- 
lics in’ this country who are Americans 
to the core. 

The controversy also hinges to some

charge of conspiracy against Archbishop 
Satolli and himself on the part of Arch- 
bishop Corrigan. 

We liave referred to this controversy 
again simply because it is a matter of 
news. It is very bitter at this juncture, 
but it is a very healthy sign. It shows be- 
yond all question that the pope is anxious 
for the church of this country to attach 
itself more strongly than ever to our 
political institutions, and to move in 
harmony with the progressive develop- 
ment of our people. One feature of the 
whole business is of more than ordinary 
interest—a spectacle indeed worthy of 
sober thought—namely: That Archbishop 
Satolli, an Italian who cannot speak a 
word of BEnglish, is more thoroughly an 
American in his views than the arch- 
bishop of the diocese of New York.

W hich Make the History of the Health De- 
partment of the City—Thbe Board Organ- 
ises and Makes Radical Changes. 


Dr. Armstrong is no longer president of 
the board of health of Atlanta. 

Neither is Dr. Baird its secretary. 

Atlanta’s first board of health was or- 
ganized in 1879 anu. was then composed of 
Dr. Armstrong, Dr. Baird, Dr. Drake, Mr. 
Frank P. Rice ani Mr. Aaron Haas. 

Up to °79 Atlanta has had no board of 
health and one was never thought neces 
sary until the yellow fever scourges of that 
year and the year previous.. Atlanta bad 
always been a healthy place and her health 
department had attracted no attention from 
its peopie until th yellow fever patients 
aud refugees began running this way. It 
was then that the city’s attention was first 
directed to things of this Lind, and that was 
done by Drs. Armstrong and Baird 
through the public prints. These gentlemen 
were soon joined by the best medical men 
of the city, and as a result the general 
council in passing upon the incoming of 
people from yellow fever districts, created 
a board of health and delegated to that 
body full and complete control of the city’s 
health. 

It was then that the first board was elec- 
ted and that board was one of the best 
the city has ever had. Every member of 
that board has since proven 
himself a man in life, and 
the council of ’79 could not have made 
'a@ better selection. Of that board, every 
member is alive today except Dr. Drake, 
and every One has made a name of which 
any man might be proud. 

When the first board was organized, Dr. 
Armstrong was elected president and Dr. 
Baird was elected secretary. Both zentle- 
men gave their time to the city unsparingly, 
and whenever their terms expired, the gen- 
eral council recognized their worth by re- 
turning them. Ihe other three chairs in 
the board, however. have changed wany 
times since. Mr. Rice gave way to .nother, 
and his successor went out and anotuer 
came in until now Mr. Rice’s chair is filled 
by Hon. John Ty'er Cooper. Dr. Drake’s 
death resulted in tbe election of Alex- 
ander, while the chair Dr. Avery “ow oc- 
cupies was originally the one in which Mr. 
Aaron Haas is supposed to have rested 
while considering Atlanta’s sanitary con- 
dition.

THE CO!L FAMINE 


Which fs Likely to Ke«ult From a Scarcity of 
the Product. 


If the cold snap lasts more than a week 
longer there is every probability of Atlanta 
having a coal famine. 

Not a coal famine as to the price of coal, 
but as to a real scarcity of it. 

Already there are coal merchants who 
have had orders in for over three weeks, 
and have received no advices abou¥ coa™ nh 
transit. Just in the past few days the price 
of coal has been advanced 50 cents a ton, 
but this has no effect upon the price per 
bushel, which remains the same. 

The coal dealers of Atlanta held a very 
important meeting Thursday, in which the 
situation was fully diseussed, and every 
one present was_of the same opinion—if 
the cold snap lasted a week and a half lon- 
ger throughout the country there would as- 
suredly be a coal scarc‘ty. At the meeting, 
which was celled for the purpose of arrang- 
ing an advame in the price of coal, several 
present were for putting the price up $1 a 
ton, but the more conservative members 
— and the price was only run up 

cents, with no advance on the bushel. 

In Louisville the sum of $8 will purchase 
only one ton of bituminous coal, while the 
nut coal is simply away up in the air. As 
loug as coal can be sold at such an enor- 
mous advance in that city the coal from 
Tennessee naturally finds its way into that 
country. On the other hand there is a 
scarcity of coal in New Orleans, and the 
small amount of coal that comes from 
that state is sent to Louisiana. In Cincin- 
nati coal is selling at $6 a ton, with an in- 
creasing demand. The Ohio is frozen over 
and a large amount of coal was lost by the 
sinking of several coal barges. 

In the present frozen condition of the 
river there can be no shipment made, as 
the coal barges are all frozen in the ice, 
and if they were not no progress could be 
made in the way of navigation. 

The Atlanta dealers are to be cemmended 
in the action they took regarding the in- 
crease of the price, and especially upon 
their action in not raising the price per 
bushel, as it is only the poor who buy in 
such small lots,

HE. HAS HAD GHANCES BEFORE THIS, 


But Hes Always Declined to Unter the 
Lists with a Woman-—Public Interest 
Growing in the Controversy. 


' Mrs. Felton’s letter replying to Dr. Haw- 
thorne and Professor Candler was the one 
thing discussed throughout the city yester 
day, and everywhere it was the general im- 
‘pression that Mrs. Felton had decidedly the 
best of it. 

No card has been published in The Con- 


_ stitution in a long time which has been as 


widely read as that of Mrs. Felton. 

Like Dr. Hawthorne, Mrs. Felton is 
widely known, and when it became known 
that she had written a letter in reply to 
what the reverened gentleman had said 
from his pulpit, the demand for the paper 
was greater it has been for many 


days. Everybody, it appeared, wanted 
one, and those who bought read the letter 
more than once. The Candler feature was 
only a secondary consideration with the 
readers. They all wanted to know what 
she had said about Dr. Hawthorne. And 
when they had.seon that much speculation 
was rife as to whether or not the doctor 
would reply. 

During the afternoon one of the railroads 
received a telegram from Macon asking for 
a rate for 200 people from Macon to Car- 
tersville. The telegram said that the rate 
was wanted by Macon admirers of Mrs. 
Felten, who intended to go to Cartersville 
to thank the lady personally for the letter 
she had written. 

This rumor only made the interest in the 
matter the greater, and the talk was as 
general in the afternoon as it was in the 
morning. 

Dr. Hawthorne is now living at his new 
home in Manchester and was not as acces- 
sible to newspaper men as when he was in 
the city. Late in the day, however, he 
walked into The Constifution office, and, in 
his pleasant manner, handed in a card in 
response to what Mrs. Felton had written. 
In the card the doctor, it will be seen, makes 
no attempt to answer what Mrs. Felton has 
said, but simply declines to enter any con- 
troversy with the lady. The doctor, when 
questioned for a reply to what Mrs. Felton 
had written, simply said: 

“That is all I have to say. I do not care 
to enter further into this matter.” 

And with that the doctor witharew. 

Here is the reply of Dr. Hawthorne to 
Mrs. Felton, and, if the doctor’s style and 
manger are to be taken as an index, it ends 
the matter with him: 

Editor Constitution: I cannot be provoked 
into a controversy with an angry woman. It 
would be contrary to all my ideas of religion, 
self-respect and manhood. 

I heard the notorious Susan B. Anthony 
fulminate her wrath against men for the space 
of two hours, She gave an opportunity for 
reply, but [ declined to use it. 
read a diatribe along the same line 
from the pen of the famous Dr. Mary Walker. 
it did not tempt me to violate my conceptions 
of soutbern gallantry. 

Mrs. Mary Lease “‘stumped our state’ and 
“struck from the shoulder’’ in the interest of 
a certain political party; but still I was loya! 
to my southern blood and training, 

Even if my assailant were of the male 
‘“persusion,’’ 1 could not discend to the plain 
of vulgare abuse. It was my good fortune 
not to born and reared either in ‘‘Possum- 
rot”’ or “*Lick-Skillet,’’ and therefore have no 
acquaintance with that peculiar dialect to 
which ill-tempered people have recourse, when 
they get mad with their neighbors. 

No one believes that I ever did a dishonora- 
ble deed, and to eon f an accusation so uud- 
iess and silly wouid be a waste of my time 
ind an abuse of your kindness. It must be 
very painful.to the refined sensibilities of your 
veaders to look upon such exhibitions of weaa- 
ueas. There is, however, gome comfort in 
he reflection that this humiliatigg spectacle 
may serve to emphasize the mg of defyin 
the law of God, which @-fines the sphere o 
woman.

Dr, Candler only carried out the wishes of 
the board of trustees, yet Mrs. Felton tries 
to hold him up as the dictator of the Coorg 
conference—which he would not be e 
could, wd could not be if he would. 

Some people know Dr. Candler gave up & 
poutine that paid him several hundred dol- 
ars more than he was promised here. The 
board of trustées at their last annual session, 
raised his salary and he absolutely refused it, 
saying that the college was too r and need- 
ed to put the money in re g the builld- 
ings and grounds. 

he board of trustees in examining his 
books, at their last session, finding that he 
had not charged against the college his office 
and traveling expenses, orde that the 
treasurer repay to Dr. Candler the sum of 
400; that he should hereafter keep account 
of his office and traveling expenses. Dr. 
Candler immediately refused to be refunded, 
and the money is yet in the hands of the 
treasurer. 

Dr. Candler and all the rest of the presl- 
rofessors of Emory college have

ing by old Emory with salaries ranging from 
$500 $1,500 a year—dfat salarics,

A Petition to the Geological Board for 
His Removal. 


SENSATIONAL COMPLAINTS AGAINST HIM 


The Whole of North Georgia Seems 
Chrystalized in Opposition to the 
Btate Geologist—To Meet Today. 


A lively sensation turned up at the state 
capitol yesterday, with a petition by 
many of the moxt promiuent citizens of 
North Georgia, asking for the ousting of 
Dr. Spencer, the state geologist. 

The petition is quite a lengthy document, 
but most of it is taken up with the signa- 
tures, not words. 

The men who piepared the petition, it 
seems, were not the kind of men who mince 
words. It goes stiuight to the point. The 
paper starts out with a “whereas” clause, 
but that is briet, aud simply states that 
the northern section of Georgia is one of 
the most important regions of the state and 
that it ought to Lave more recognition from 
the department of geology than it has here- 


tofore been given. 

The next clause of the paper respectfully 
asks the board of geology for a change in 
the way the state department of geology 
has been conducted, and goes further to 
ask that this ch: uge be made at once. 

If the petition stopped here it would sim- 
ply open the wav for the board to take 
some steps to improve. the geological bu- 
reau. But, it does not stop here. It goes 
ou in very plain language to express the 
opin.on that the time has come for the 
board to ask for an immediate resignation 
of the state gevlog.st, Dr. J. W. Spencer. 
To make things all the stronger and more 
demanding, the ,ctition then proceeds to 
ask the board i> call for the resignation 
of Dr. Spencer without further delay,

It is all based ou the argument set forth 
in the preface that the northern part of the 
state, which is th> mineral section, and 
hence the section which in all reasons ought 
to claim the first and closest attention of 
the state geologist, has been badly neglec- 
ted by him and has not in the least been 
benelitted by the department the way it has 
been conducted in the past 

The paper is sigued with several hundred 
names. Lhey are the names of leading 
citizens of the northern section of the 
state. 

‘hey are citizena of Hall, White, Lump- 
kin aud other counties in the mineral beit 
of the state.

Spencer was brought to Atlanta yesterday 
morning and a copy of it, typewritten, was 
served upon the governor and every mem- 
ber of the state rd of geology.
